The meat* 
thus marked are of course inferior articles, and the-e 
false packing marks are placed upon them to pass 
|un off for Louisville packed meats This mlsera- 
"Cte artifice only need- exposure to receive the sever- 
est condemnation. It is a base fraud upon the pur- 
an outrage upon the Louisville packers, 
is no less criminality in selling pork with a 
mark, which is the evidence to 
the purchaser of its good quality, than in passing a 
counterfeit bank-note; and those who art* engaged 
in such practices, those who are so thoroughly de- 
void of principle as to sell meats with false marks, 
would scarcely hesitate to counterfeit the real marks 
if necessary for their purposes. 

Another practice of the New Orleans provision 
dealers deserves the particular attention of all con- 
sumers of mess pork. Although less glaringly frau- 
dulent, it is not less reprehensible than the imposition 
of fraudulent trade marks, and is much more exten- 
sively practised. The standard weigh;, of a barrel 
of mess pork is two hundred |muuds, and in order to 
maintain this standard weight during the warm 
wessher, by which a loss in weight is occasioned, 
our packers are in the habit of putting into their 
barrels from three to ten pounds additional weight 
of meat, so that in buying Louisville packed meats 
the purchaser is assured of getting full weight at 
any season of the year. 

Availing themselves of a knowledge of this fact, 
it is the custom of New Orleans dealers to open the 
barrels and abstract from them the surplus weight, 
and afterwards sell them for full barrels. This ope- 
ration occasions a ^-re .iter lo*s to the purchaser than 
th ; mere weight of the meat taken out, for it is well 
known to dealers in pork that the meat thus ojiened 
and repacked shrink- more rapidly and is much more 
liable to spoil than if 1- ft undi-turbed in the onginai 
packages. 

These practices" are not only unjust to our Louis- 
ville pork packers. They are absolutely criminal, 
|ind those who are guilty of tbem deserve to l>e held 
*up to the community as ex .in pies of perfidy from 
which h one s t men would shrink with loathing and 
abhorrence. The Review, in itseouciuding remarks 
udou this

tunately, however, the remedy for this state of things 
is easily found. If the planters would be sure of 
getting genuine Louisville cured meats, they must 
send to this city for them: They will be as readily, 
as cheaply, and as promptly supplied here as else- 
where, and no frauds, either of brands or weights, 
will be practised upon them. The reputation of this 
city is hitherto unsullied' by a single dishonorable 
mercantile practice, and to this fact she owes much

Copenhagen, 30rA. — To-day the French ambassador 
exchanged ratifications of the Sound Dues treaty on 
the part of his government. The provisions of the 
decree on the transit dues has been published by the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

Washington, April 14. 

The Secretary of the Interior has given full in- 
structions to Victor and Garrett, Indian Agents, w ho 
have left Washington for the mission of their duties, 
to organize a delegation from the (.'reeks and S.-ini- 
noles west of the Mississippi, to proceed to Florida 
in the autumn on the special business of pursuading 
Billy Bowlegs and his followers to emigrate. The 
Florida Seminoles, the government is aware, are too 
proud to l>e forced to this step at the point of the 
bayonet, and hence the resort to pacific measures, 
which will, it is confidently believed, accomplish 
that important measure. In view of the above men- 
tioned design, there will meanwhile be no active uni- 
tary movements in Florida as heretofore. 

It is stated that there will be no tro> ps stationed 
in Kansas who have in any way been implicated in 
former difficulties in the territory. 

In addition to the large force detailed for accom- 
panying the commission to run the southern bounda- 
ry of Kansas, a summer campaign to chastise the 
Oheyennes and Kiowas is arranged, and several offi- 
cers now here are receiving specitic instructions to 
that end. None of these troops are for Utah, as hat 
been conjectured. 

Washington, April 14. 
New Orleans papers of the 8th have been received. 
An arrival from Vera Cruz brings advices from 
Mexico to the 24th of March. The intelligence of 
the rejection of the Forsyth treaty created consider- 
able disappointment. Violent disturbances have ta- 
ken place in Tehuantepec, resulting in the loss of 
many lives, which seriously affected operations, 
though the origin had no connection with the Tran- 
sit route.

Accident to the Engine ok the Niagara.— 
Yesterdav being the day fixed for the departure of 
the Niagara, steam was got up early, and at 6 o 
clock the engine was started, wirh a low head of 
steam, to take in the slack of the chains. The en- 
gine nad made but two or three revolutions when t he 
engineer discovered the steam escaping from l>ehind 
the center cylinder. Supposing it to come from some 
obstruction of the aperture from which the condensed 
water is discharged from the cylinder, the steam was 
shut off and that part examined; but on letting on 
steam a second time, another and worse escape of 
the steam occurred, filling the engine room, so that 
nothing could be seen. A careful inspection was 
then made with a light, when the head of the out- 
1 board cvlinder of the center engine was ol»served to 
j be liroken entirely across apparently by the shrink- 
age of the iron. 

Had this accident happened at sea, nothing fur- 

■ ther would have been required but to disconnect this 
I disabled engine and go ahead with the other two; but 

as the anchor had not yet been weighed, it was 
deemed best ts repair liefore proceeding upon the 
trial trip. Another cylinder head is already »>eing 
cast and fitted, and also a spare one for use in case 
of a repetition of this disaster. Mr. Everett, the 
engineer-in-chief, assures us, however, that the ship 
will, n« doubt, lie ready for sea ia the course of a 
week. The frigate has" dropped down ai out half a 
mile below her first anehorage. — S. Y. Time*.

"Th? emphatic derl.iration of the iTv.ideut 
in his iiiautru£aJ •"that Kansas shall be admitted as a free or 
slave State according as the constitution adopted bv the 
people directed" has infused new life into the pro-slavery 
party. We are naturallv led to believe that the constitu- 
tion adopted by the iieople will be the one framed in Sep- 
tember, and not the famous Topeka constitution. Toe 
Free State men have determined to take no part in the 
September convention In their convention, which has 
been iu session this month at Topeka. they passed resolu- 
tions 'efasing to register their names as provided by the 
act. They refuse to vote at the coming election for dele- 
gates to the Convention or at any election held pursuant to 
any law of the Territorv. They refuse ..bedtence to the 
laws of the Territory, and will use force when necessary to 
resist the exec ution of the same; and they have resolved to 
stand by their State organization until the end. From this 
we may very justly conclude that the September Conven- 
tion will be nearly If not wholly composed of pro -slavery 
men. and their constitution will be a slave one. Now if the 
design of political leaders in the South of onpling Kansas 
with Minnesota is carried out and the South stand firm 
aided by a few men of the North, Kansas may be made a 
slave State. The Topeka Constitution will unquestionably 
be presented to Congress again this winter. There will 
then be two constitutions before Congress, which will raise 
the question of which i- the luajoritv one. and which in all 
probability will result in the calling of another convention 
to frameano'-hcrcoustituUon. 

This will give the free State men another chance to 
make Kansas free. Political questions are verv quiet at 
present. The .aw and «rder i*rt>- has been disbanded, 
and a ''National Democracy" of th- Toombs and Douglas 
school has been reared upon its ruins.

Taylor's last letter to the N. Y. Tribune: 

Hapai. > a (Swedish Torneas), Jan. 2, 1857. 

Here we are at last, at the head of the Bothnian 
Gulf, within a day's journey of the Arctic Circle. 
The window of our room looks across a frozen river 
to the snowy spires of Tomea, now (1 p. m.) lighted 
by the last rays of the setting sun. Dr. Wretholni, 
whose aid I have been obliged to summon, forbids 
me leaving the house for two days, and thus secures 
me ample leisure for continuing the story of our ad- 
ventures. 

It was dark when we reached Ersnas, whence we 
had 12 miles to Old Luleaa, with tired houses, heavy 
roads, and a lazy driver. I lay down again, dozed 
as usual, and tried to forget my torments. SopaMtl 
three hours; the night had long set in, with a clear 
sky, 13 deg. below zero, and a sharp wind blowing. 
All at once an exclamation from Braisted aroused 
me. 1 opened my eyes, as I lay in his lap, looked 
upward, and saw a narrow lielt or scarf of silver fire 
stretching directly across the zenith, with its loose, 
frayed ends .slowly swaying to and fro down the 
slopes of the sky. Preseutly it began to waver, 
bending back and forth, sometimes slowly, some- 
times with a qu'ck. springing motion, as if testing 
its elasticity. Now it took the shape ofu bow, now 
undultted into Ho^arth*t> line of lieauty, brightening 
and fading in its -inuous motion, and finally formed 
a shepherd's crook, the eud of which suddenly i.egan 
to separate and tall oft, as if driven by a" strong 
wind, until the whole belt shot away in long, drift- 
ing lines of fiery snow. Ii then gathered again into 
a dozen dancing fragment*, which alternately ad- 
vanced and retreated, shot hither and thither, 
against and across each other, blazed out in yellow 
and rosy gleams or paled again, playing a thousand 
fantastic pranks, as if guided by some wild whim. 

We lay silent, with upturned faces watching this 
wonderful sjiectacle. Suddenly, the scattered lights 
ran together, as by a common impulse, joined their 
bright ends, twisted them through each other, and 
fell in a broad, luminous curtain straight downward 
through the air until its fringed hem swung appar- 
ently but a few yards over our heads. This phe- 
nomenon was oo unexpected and startling, that for 
a moment I thought our faces would be touched by 
tbe skirts of the glorious auroral draperv. It did 
not follow the spheric curve of the tirmament, but 
hung plumb from the zeni:h, tailing, apparently, 
millions of Ic.^ues through the air, its folds gathe'r- 
ed together MM the sta->, and its emiirciciciy of 
flame sweeping the earth and shedding a p-il«, un- 
earthly radiance over the wastes of snow. A mo- 
ment aftewurd it was agaiu draw*n up, parted, 
waved its flamt.eau.x and shot its Locos hither and 
thither, advancing and retreating as l*H>re. Any- 
thing so str-uge, so capriciou*, so wonderful, so 
gloriously l-eautiful, I scarcely hope to see again. 
• ••**** * 

We took coffee in l>ed at seven, and started for 
Baaubyu, on the Kaaneaa River. Tbe day was 1 .w- 
eriug, temperature 8>£ 0 below zero. The country 
waslow, f lightly undulating, with occasional wide 
views to the north, over the inlets of the gulf and 
vast, wide tracts of forest. The settlements were 
still as frequent as ever, but there was little appa- 
rent cultivation, except flax. Kuan by n is a large 
Tillage, with a stately church. The* people were 
putting up booths for a fair (a fair in the open air, 
in lat. 05° N. with the mercury freezing), which 
explained the increased travel on the road. We 
kept on to H\ itaa for breakfast, thus getting north of 
the latitude of Torueaa; thence our road turned east- 
ward at right angles around the head of the gulf. 
Much snow had fallen, but the road had beeu plow- 
ed, and we had a tolerable track, except when pass- 
ing sleds, which sometimes gave us an overturn. 

We now had uninterrupted forest scenery betw een 
the station* — and such scenery! It is almost im- 
possible to paiut the glory of these winter forests. 
Everv tree, laden with the purest snow, resembles a 
Gothic fountaiii of bronze, covered with frozen 
spray, through which only suggestive glimpses of 
its delicate tracery could be had. From every rise 
we looked over thousands of such mimic fountains, 
shooting low or high, from their pavements of ivor\ 
and alai.a-ster. It was an enchanted wilderness-"- 
white, silent, gleaming, and filled with inexhausti- 
ble forms of beauty. To what shall I liken those 
glimpses under the boughs, into tbe depths of the 
forest, where the snow destroyed all perspective, 
and brought lb- remotest fairy nook- and coverts, 
too lovely and fragile to seem cold, into the glitter- 
ing foreground? "Wonderful!" "glorious!" I could 
only exclaim, in breathless admiration. Once, by 
the road-side, we saw an Arctic ptarmigan, as white 
as the snow, with ruby eyes that sparkled like jew- 
els as he moved slowly and silent) v along, not fright- 
ened in the least. 



I at the palaces of the chiefs and had the amplest op- 
portunities of acquiring information. One of them 
was an illiterate native, and the others being foreign- 
ers were unacquainted with the Chiuese language. 

The native was a youth and was in the service of 
the insurgents for more than a year, though only as 
a bearer of burdens. The foreigners were "gentle- 
men at large," adventurers we presume, for they 
had first entered the service of the imperialists, but, 
receiving no pay and seeing no prospect of any, went 
over to the insurgents, with whom they remained 
until the two principal rel>el chiefs were cut off, when 
they abandoned the insurgents also, and coming from 
Nanking by way of Chiukiang and Tantu, reached 
Shanghae in the latter eud of December. They re- 
port that thev left onlv seven foreigners with the 
insurgents, viz: five Manilla men, one Italian, and 
a negro. 

The two chiefs of the insurgent force were Yang, 
"the Eastern King," and Wei Changhui, "the 
Northern King." As mentioned above, both these 
chiefs are dead. Yang was, it seems, pro\ erbial for 
instigating the most bloody massacres of all who 
stood in the way of his ambitious designs, as well

Heaps on heaps the corpses accumulated; for nearly 
three mouths this dreadful work was in progress, 
and was then arrested in a very singulir manner. 

When the E.istern King's plot was revealed to the 
Celestial King, the latter summoned to Nanking the 
•'Assistant King," Shih Takhai, as well as the 
Northern King, Wei. The Assistant King, however, 
refused to obey the summons, he being friendly to 
the Eastern King, Yang. As he did not make hi

Tlie head of the Northern King 
w.ia, "taken off, placed in a box, dispatched to the 
camp of the Assistant King, and there, with many 
other heads, was hung up and exposed to tbe puolic 
gaze." These events occurred in Novemtier last. 
The way t>eii>g thus prepared, for some of Wei's 
captains had also l>een beheaded at tbe demand of 
• he Assistant King, the latter marched to Nanking, 
at out the beginning of Decem!*r. The adherents 
of Yang and Wei were of course immediately pro- 
scritied, among them Dr. Bridgmau's informants, 
who tied to save themselves from ihe executiouer. 

We can now comprehend why, in the last few- 
mouths, the insurgents have made so little progress 
compared with other periods. They have been eu- 
ga^ed with feuds among themselves of a sufficiently 
tragic character. Hung Siutsinen, the Celestial 
KitiK. was known to be alive as late as the 12th of 
December, out was in concealment; and Shih Tak- 
hai, the Assistant King, was at the date of the la- 
test advices in possession of Nanking and apparent 
supreme chief of the insurgent force. The proper- 
ty of Yang and his party had !>een confiscated, and 
his palace recuced to ruins. Dr. Bridgman says 
that "it seems to have been intended that no memo- 
rial should be left of him or his estate, and that 
every relative, and friend, and follower should lie 
exterminated and their bouses and goods destroy- 
ed." It was also reported to Dr. Bridgman that 
the far-famed porcelain tower of Nanking, in archi- 
tecture the pride of the "Middle Kingdom," had 
l>een levelled to the ground. Its demolition ap- 
pears to.have been connected with tbe overthrow of 
the Northern King: "it was blown up because there

Yesterday morniug, Patrick O'Shaughnessy, who 
keeps a bar on the levee, got iuto an affray at RicL- 
tiue's bar, ou Second street, near Cherry, in which 
he got won>ted. He afterwards went to his own 
place and gathered a crowd of some dozen or twenty 
persons, armed with bludgeons, slung shot, and 
such murderous implements, and at^>ut 1 o'clock 
returned to Itichtiue'n aud made an attack on the 
house and its inmates. Two of the latter, named 
Charles Meyer and William McKeown, were beaten 
so severely that it is thought they will die. The 
skull of the former was fractured so that his brains 
protruded. O'Shaughnessy, Patrick Leary, aud 
Patrick Grimes are under arrest as the principal ri- 
oters in the case.

ARRIVAL OF THE ERICSSON. 

New Yokk, April 15. 

By the arrival of the steamer Ericsson, Liverpool 
dates to the 1st inst. have been received. 

The elections for members of Parliament have re- 
sulted in the triumph of Lord Palmerston. 

iJcervooi, April 1. — Cotton market steady, with 
sales of 10,000 bales for two preceding days. 'Bread- 
stuffs closed with advancing teudencv. Consols 
steady at 93%. 

The English elections indicate an overwhelming 
Palmerston triumph. Gibson, Gobden, Levard, add 
Bri-rhi are defeated. Loudon returns Lord John 
Russell, Rotschild, Crawford, and Duke. Messrs. 
Gladstone and Roebuck are re-elected. 

The Neufechtel difficultv is nearlv settled. 

A treaty of commerce between Russia and Franco 
is nearly concluded. 

Spain.— The Mexican difficulties are subject of 
much discussion. 

The warlike feeling is as strong as ever. 

Count Walewski, the French Minister, has addres- 
sed a letter to Marquis De Turgot fully approving 
the conduct of Spain. 

China. — Canton is quiet. Admiral Seymour is at 
Hong Kong, awaiting reinforcements. The trial of 
the poisoning baker resulted in his acquittal. A 
telegraphic dispatch ' to Bombay says the Emperor 
of China has ordered Yeh to conciliate peace on anv 
terms. 

Persia. — On the 8th of February, a force under 
Gen. Outrain obtained a signal victory at Kooshab 
over the Persians, who were commanded by Soolvol 
Moolk. On the 3d of February an expeditionary 
force of 419 cavalry, 4,300 infantry, and 18 guns 
left Bushire, and in 41 hours reached the Persian 
intrenchments at Boorazhjo'.n, a distance of forty-six 
miles, whence the enemy retreated to the mountain-, 
abandoning their stores and ammunition, all of 
which were destroyed. Two days after, the troops 
commenced their return march. 

There was an ineffectual uight attack of the ene- 
my at daybreak on the 8th. The Persian army, 
6,000 strong, with rive guus, were attacked by the 
British tavalry and artillery and totally routed. The 
enemy lost 700 killed, 100 prisoners, and two guns. 
Our total loss consists of 100 killed and 62 wounded. 
Lieutenant Fraucklaud was killed, and Capt. Forbes, 
Capt. Mockley, and Lieut. Greentree wounded. The 
expedition returned to Bushire on the 10th of Feb- 
ruary 

China. — In China, with the exception of an attack 
on the junks in Canton river, no further active ope- 
rations had taken place. Admiral Seymour was at 
Hong Kong awaiting reinforcements. 

India. — Disturbances have takeu place in Pegu. 
They were unimportant, but led to a skirmish with 
the troops. 

R. Making & Son's circular reports to-day's mar- 
ket again attended by a rather numerous influx of 
buyers, most of w horn have for some time kept them- 
selves somewhat bare of mocks. The wheat trade 
opened firm.
